There is 
a Ladies' Aid association throughout the 
state having certain interests of the 
home in charge, and the Woman's Relief 
corps of the Grand Army help to furnish 
rooms, attend tho sick and supply gen- 
eral relief. 

Aside from this and otlier great works 
of chanty tho Massachusetts vete 
are conspicuous workers for the good of 
the veterans. Some of tho jkmU main- 
tain quarters equal in comforts to those 
of auy benevolent association or club. 
Gen. Lander Post 5, of Lynn, owns 
property valued at $80,000. They have 
a post hall, including post room, ban- 
quet room, kitchen, billiard room and 
library, also u coliseum used for public 
meetings and concerts.
